I, was a Baptist World Congress in miniature when members and proxies 
of the Baptist World Alliance Executive Committee participated in an 
open meeting on the campus of McMaster University, Hamilton, Ont., 
Canada. 





The open session, which attracted a capacity crowd from Hamilton 
and Toronto, came between meetings of five BWA study commissions and 
the opening of the Executive sessions. Thirteen nations were represented 
on the program. 


With President Theodore F. Adams in the chair, scripture was read 
by H. C. McConnell of Chile and opening prayer was led by George P. 
Gilmour of Canada. Then came the “Roll Call of Nations,” just as in 
a Baptist World Congress. 


| were made by F. Bredahl Petersen of Denmark, Eberhard 
Schroeder of Germany, Ernest Payne of Great Britain, Mrs. Rachel 
Iversen of Norway, Alexander Kircun of Poland, Yakov I. Zhidkov of 
Russia, T. A. Adejunmobi of Nigeria, Masahiro Kano of Japan, Wilfred 
L. Jarvis of Australia, and Oscar Rodriguez of Cuba. 


Closing words were brought by Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, past president 
of the Alliance. 


The event was so moving that the editor of the Hamilton Spectator 
described it: “Like the scene in the Acts of the Apostles where men and 
women of many nations were of one accord in one place, each bearing 
witness in his own tongue to the wonderful works of God, a dozen Baptists 
from as many different parts of the world bore witness to their faith in 
telling of religious progress in their homelands.”

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Anabaptists and 
Radicals

Those who made up the left wing of the 
Reformation have had to wait long for 
their vindication by historians and _ theo- 
logians. The appearance of a carefully 
annotated selection of their writings in 
English in a Library of Christian Classics 
volume, “SPIRITUAL AND ANABAPTIST WRIT- 
ERS.” * may, however, be considered an 
amende honurable, for here they stand side 
by side not only with their detractors. 
Luther, Calvin, and the English Reformers. 
but with the early Fathers, Augustine, and 
the medieval scholastics. Times have in- 
deed changed. After centuries of abuse 
and neglect, the radicals of the sixteenth 
century are given the opportunity of speak- 
ing for themselves.

* Spiritual and Anabaptist Writers, Edited 
by G. H. Williams and A. M. Mergal (Library 
of Christian Classics, vol. XXV.).  S.C.M. 
Press, Ltd. 35s. net. 
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asserts that what he calls the Radical Ref- 
ormation was as distinctive as Lutheran- 
ism, Calvinism and Anglicanism. He dis- 
tinguishes between the Anabaptists, the 
Spiritualists and the Evangelical Ration. 
alists, and within each of the first two 
groups further distinguishes revolution- 
aries, contemplatives and_ evangelicals. 
These are useful distinctions, if not pressed 
too far. They indicate the rich variety 
among the radicals. 


High Doctrine of the Church 


Of more immediate importance for Bap- 
tists and English Free Churchmen are the 
selections which occupy the first two-thirds 
of this volume. They have been skilfully 
chosen so as to provide an introduction to 
the thought of the Anabaptists and the Spir- 
itual Reformers, as well as some indication 
of the course of events and the persecution 
to which they were subject. Here one may 
read one of Muntzer’s vigorous sermons on 
Daniel, and the admonitions he received 
from Grebel and the Swiss Brethren. 
Hubmaier, Denchk and Schwenckfeld pro- 
vide more serious theological fare. An ex- 
tract from the ill-fated Melchior Hoffmann 
indicates how much imagery and emotion 
was associated with baptism, while Obbe 
Philips’s moving recollections of the years 
1533-1536 show the disillusion which fol- 
lowed the non-fulfilment of Hoffmann’s 
prophecies. Dietrich Philips and Menno 
Simons help us to understand the doctrine 
of the Church which lay behind the whole 
movement (and a high doctrine it is) and 
Ulrich Stadler speaks for the communal 
life of the Hutterite wing. The reminis- 
cences of George Blaurock and the account 
of the trial and martyrdom of Michael Sat- 
tler are vivid contemporary records of the 
fate which befell hundreds of others. 


A Rich Fare 


This is indeed rich fare. It is supple- 
mented by a bibliography of all the writ- 
ings now available in English translation. 
Many of the items are difficult to obtain, 
but students will in future know where to 
look for them. The importance of E. B. 
Underhill’s edition of the Martyr’s Mirror

The Strange Story of Baptist 
Beginnings in Russia 


The First Russian Baptist 


By Arnotp T. OHRN 


“YES,” said venerable Yakov Zhidkov, 
stroking his beard, “this is the beginning; 
we have searched, but that is as far back 
as we can get.” 

Our conversation took place at Hamilton 
last August, 90 years to the month after 
the first known baptism of a Russian, an 


event commemorated in 5,000 Baptist 
churches this year, all over the Soviet 
Union. 

This does not mean that there were no 
Evangelicals in Russia before that day. 
Particularly in the Ukraine there were 
groups of Lutherans, Mennonites, and 
other Baptists, within the numerous Ger- 
man settlements. 
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Nor does it mean that there were no 
earlier baptisms in Russia. In fact, we 
know of one that took place in 1864. But 
the persons baptized were Germans. The 
German Baptists had as yet attempted no 
work among the Russians. 


No Baptist Influence 


And so it came about that the first Slavic 
Russian to embrace the Baptist persuasion 
did so without any Baptist influence to 
guide him, in fact even without knowing 
that Baptists existed! 

The man’s name was Nikita Voronin, a 
name worthy of being honored by Baptists 
everywhere in this year of our Lord 1957. 
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He was a merchant in the city of Tiflis in 
Transcaucasia. He belonged to a sect of 
Spiritual Christians nicknamed “Molokans” 
(or “milkeaters”). These people rejected 
military service, refused to take oaths, and 
were severely critical of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church. They rejected Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper as well, which is, per- 
haps, not so strange if we consider what 
harmful doctrines and practices had 
usurped the place of the simple ordinances 
instituted by our Lord. 

One of the good things to be said about 
the Orthodox Church in Russia, is that it 
has encouraged and even promoted the 
reading of the Bible. The Molokans were 
eager students of God’s word. Thus, when 
the subject of Baptism became a matter 
for discussion in the group where Nikita 
Voronin was a leader, he set himself to 
really study the question. 


He Searched the Scriptures 


Prayerfully he searched the Scriptures, 
and the light came to his soul. In this 
light he first of all saw himself as a sinful 
man, under God’s judgment, and in dire 


need of repentance and salvation. The 
light fell upon the Cross, and in faith he 
accepted the redemption wrought through 
the supreme sacrifice of the Lord Jesus 


Christ. The light showed up the true 
nature of the Church, and the meaning of 
Baptism and the Lord’s Supper. And so, 
step by step Voronin was guided to the 
convictions which are distinctive of our 
Baptist faith. 

And be it noted: all this took place 
without any guidance from missionary 
preaching, without any influence from 
propagandist writings! 

The writer recalls hearing a Russian 
Baptist leader, Ivanov-Klishnikov, the 
younger, tell part of the story at the World 
Congress in Toronto in 1928; it was obvi- 
ously with no small satisfaction he stressed 
the sufficiency of the Scriptures, and like- 
wise the fact that the truth as grasped by 
Voronin and his converts was not some- 
thing transplanted from the outside world. 
The Baptist movement in Russia is indige- 
nous. 
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Veronin Kalweit 


Voronin was convinced that the Holy 
Spirit Himself had guided him to the 
clear-cut convictions he held. He was 
ready to obey. He wanted to receive New 
Testament baptism. But how? And 
where? 


A Miraculous Meeting 


Then, and only then, God let his path 
cross that of Martin Kalweit from Lithu- 
ania. 

Kalweit was a humble German working- 
man from Russia’s Baltic provinces. He 
had been reared a Lutheran, but grew dis- 
satisfied with the faith of his fathers. 
Hearing about the German Baptists across 
the border, in East Prussia, he braved the 
severe penalties threatening those who at- 
tempted to go abroad, and visited them. 
The outcome was that in 1858 he was bap- 
tized. He then returned. But in 1862 he 
and his family migrated to far Trans- 
caucasia. 

Not until 1867, when Voronin’s beliefs 
had taken clear shape through study of the 
New Testament, did the two men meet. 
Very soon they discovered their spiritual 
kinship, and when Voronin learned from 
Kalweit that he was not alone in his con- 
victions, but that there were thousands, 
perhaps millions of people in the world 
who shared them, he was amazed and full 
of joy. 

On August 20, 1867, the German artisan 
baptized the Russian merchant in the river 
Kuri at Tiflis. 

“This is the beginning in Russia,” for 
Voronin lost no time in beginning the task

Full Roll Call Answers When 


Executive Committee Meets 


Any doubts that World Baptists can 
come together for discussion of mutual 
concerns were dispelled when Dr. Theo- 
dore F. Adams, president of the Baptist 
World Alliance, called the BWA Execu- 
tive Committee into annual session at 
McMaster University, Hamilton, Ontario, 
Canada, August 29. 

All 65 positions on the Committee were 
filled either in person or by proxy. Na- 
tionals from 14 different countries were 
on hand. 

The Executive meets annually. The 
1956 meeting was in Washington, USA. 
The 1958 meeting will be at Ruschlikon- 
Zurich, Switzerland. 

One member of the Committee, Rev. P. 
J. Nzakimwena of Belgian Congo, had died 
since last meeting. Committeemen se- 
lected Rev. Samuel Koli, also of Belgian 
Congo, to replace him. 

Baptist conventions in Malaya and Leb- 
anon were admitted to membership in the 
Alliance. It was reported also that appli- 
cations from other areas are being proc- 
essed and will be considered when the 
Administrative Committee meets in Wash- 
ington November 26, 1957. 

McMaster University was an ideal host 
to the conference, proving that Canadian 
hospitality is among the world’s best. 


Five Commissions Meet 


More than 100 of the world’s best Bap- 
tist scholars met at McMaster University, 
Hamilton, Canada, August 26-28 to study 
Baptist work in the current era. 

They were members and special guests 
of five BWA Commissions: Religious Lib- 
erty, Evangelism, World Missions, Bible 
Study and Membership Training, and Doc- 
trine of the Church. Fourteen nations 
were represented in the groups. 

Two Commissions set up programs to

help Baptists in 101 nations to trade notes 
on most effective methods of evangelism 
and membership training. 

Dr. Roland Q. Leavell of New Orleans, 
La., and Dr. Benjamin P. Browne of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., chairmen of the two groups, 
said that questionnaires are being directed 
to Baptist leadership in all 101 countries 
represented in the Alliance. 

Findings on most effective methods in 
the various world areas will in turn be dis- 
tributed to Baptist leaders in all areas for 
their study and possible adaptation. 

In a report on World Missions, the com- 
mission headed by Dr. Frank Means of 
Richmond, Va., and Dr. E. B. Willingham 
of New York observed that modern mis- 
sions face many handicaps even at a time 
when world change opens new opportuni- 
ties. One of the most damaging handicaps 
is financial—inflated costs on the mission 
field and reduced value of the American 
dollar in international exchange. 


Mission Tours Planned 


Two mission tours—one led by medical 
men and another by ministers—were en- 
visioned by the Baptist World Alliance 
Executive Committee. 

The committee approved plans whereby 
a team of physicians will make a round-

the-world tour visiting medical mission sta- 
tions. The team will offer its services to 
the missions and also will direct short 
courses in modern medical developments 
for the benefit of all physicians in the 
areas. The team will seek, too, to learn 
the problems and opportunities in medical 
mission work. 

Also approved by the committee was a 
request from Dr. W. L. Jarvis of Sydney, 
Australia, that a score or more outstanding 
ministers come to Australia to lead a con- 
tinent-wide evangelistic campaign in 1958 
or 1959. 

Robert S. Denny, associate secretary of 
the BWA, said that the first medical tour 
will be a pilot venture, and that probably 
others will follow wherein similar teams 
will move into an established medical mis- 
sion center for concentrated work. 

Personnel of the team has not yet been 
determined, Mr. Denny said, but further 
announcement is expected within a few 
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weeks. It is hoped that the initial tour will 
begin in the spring of 1958. 

Members of the medical team will be se- 
lected on the basis of both their profes- 
sional ability and their spiritual convic- 
tions. “We will insist on men who can 
witness for the Lord in the churches of the 
various areas as well as in the hospitals,” 
Denny explained. 


BWA Relief Aids 20,000 


Approximately 20,000 people have been 
assisted by the Relief Committee of BWA 
since 1947, Dr. R. Paul Caudill, commit- 
tee chairman, reported to the BWA Execu- 
tive Committee at its Hamilton meeting. 

The group voted continuance of opera- 
tion of the relief office in Washington and 
praised Rev. A. Klaupiks for his work as 
coordinator. 

Most recent recipients of Baptist aid 
were some 6,000 refugees from Hungary,

following unrest in that country last fall. 
Approximately $120,000 was contributed 
by Baptists for Hungarian needs, including 
almost $80,000 received in the committee’s 
European offices and approximately $40,- 
000 in the Washington office. Outstanding 
among these gifts was a sum of $28,000 
from Canada and $7,900 from Germany. 

Assistance also is being given to 80 Rus- 
sian Baptist refugees in China who are 
seeking transportation to Australia, and to 
16 Polish Baptist ministers. 


Women Plan Administrative Meeting 


Mrs. George R. Martin, chairman of the 
Women’s Department of the Baptist World 
Alliance, has announced that the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the Women’s Depart- 
ment will meet in Toronto, Canada, Octo- 
ber 31-November 2, 1957, at the King 
Edward Hotel. This date immediately 
precedes the meeting of the North Amer- 
ican women’s conference. Members of the 
Administrative Committee include the offi- 
cers, the Continental Chairmen, and women 
members of the Executive Committee of 


BWA. 


Toronto Scholarship Fund Grows 


A scholarship fund to help pay travel 
expenses for overseas students attending 
the Fifth Baptist Youth World Conference 
in Toronto, June 27-July 1, 1958, is grow- 
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ing slowly but surely in the BWA office at 
Washington. 

One of the most recent gifts to this fund 
was $200 contributed by students at Louis- 
iana Polytechnic College, Ruston, La., 
USA. Sam Sanford, Jr., Baptist Student 
Union director, wrote that “this gift had 
but one string attached. That stipulation 
is that the money be given to a student 
outside the United States and not some one 
who is going to school here. It matters not 
whether he be from Europe, the Orient, 
or Latin America.” 

Robert S. Denny, director of plans for 
the Toronto conference, said that many 
similar gifts will be needed. The money 
will be allocated to students from abroad 
who need their own funds supplemented 
to pay travel and other expenses in con- 
nection with the Toronto conference. 


Dr. Ohrn in Europe 


Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, general secretary 
of the Baptist World Alliance, is in Europe 
this fall joining in activities of Baptists in 
that area and making plans for 1958 Bap- 
tist meetings there. 

One of his chief items of business on the 
continent will be arrangement of details 
for the 1958 meeting of the BWA Executive 
Committee at Ruschlikon-Zurich, Switzer- 
land, in August 1958. He also will confer 
with European Baptists in their plans for 
a meeting of the European Baptist Federa-

The secretary will return to Washington 
in time for the semi-annual meeting of the 
BWA Administrative Committee November 
26. 


President Adams Is Author 


Those people who think a heart attack is 
one of the cruelest things in life will be 
particularly intrigued by Dr. Theodore F. 
Adams’ newest book, “Making the Most 
of What Life Brings.” Though the vol- 
ume evidently was written before Dr. 
Adams’ heart attack last May, his recent 
illness—and now apparent full recovery— 
gives further significance to the truths he 
voices in the book. 

Dr. Adams, long respected as one of 
the most popular speakers and counselors 
on Christian solutions to life’s problems, 
discusses in this 14-chapter book many of 
the frustrations and hurdles that compli- 
cate life. He points understandingly and 
convincingly to the Christian concepts that 
turn such liabilities into assets. 

A wrapper on the book identifies it as a 
book of sermons, and it certainly can be 
considered so. But it is more than that: it 
is a heart-to-heart talk with individuals 
who need guidance in everyday problems. 
It is recommended both to the preacher 
and layman, youth and senior citizen.

Dr. Sadler Honored 


During his trip to Africa and Europe this 
summer, Dr. George W. Sadler, secretary 
for Africa, Europe and the Near East for 
the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, took part in the dedication services 
for a dormitory in Nigeria and a school 
in Ghana which bear his name. 

The new 100-bed dormitory for the 
teacher-training college in Iwo, Nigeria, 
is called Sadler Hall, and the secondary 
school in Kumasi, Ghana, has been named 
Sadler Baptist College. On the same com- 
pound with the latter is a Bible school for 
the training of national Baptist pastors for 
Ghana. 

During his trip Dr. Sadler also inter- 
viewed Africans, missionaries, and British 
government officials relative to the possi- 
bility of Baptists’ establishing a degree- 
granting college in Nigeria. At present 
there is only one degree-granting college in 
Nigeria—the University College at Ibadan, 
which is affiliated with London University. 


South African Youth Meet 


Representatives of the young people’s 
fellowship in various parts of the Baptist 
Union of South Africa met in King Wil- 
liams Town July 4-7, for the first Baptist 
Youth Conference ever held in Southern 
Africa. Representatives came from Johan- 
nesburg, Durban, East London, Port Eliza- 
beth, Capetown, King Williams Town, 
Bulawayo and many smaller centers.

The missionary 
asked them if they would like to play 
with a real soccer ball, and they were 
amazed that a white man would suggest 
such a possibility. 

Mr. Carroll asked them to meet him on 
the lot the following Tuesday, when he 
would bring them a soccer ball. 

The group had grown to 22 eager boys 
when the missionary reappeared with a 
real ball. Now an average of 50 boys come 
for this activity three times a week. In 
addition many adults stop to watch.

Dr. T. C. Bao 


Word has been received through Hong 
Kong of the death on September 2 in 
Hangchow, China, of Dr. T. C. Bao. For 
more than 25. years Dr. Bao was execu- 
tive secretary of the Chekiang-Shanghai 
Baptist Convention, official body for 
churches in East China related to the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Socie- 
ties. 

Dr. Bao was known by Baptists through- 
out the world and served as a vice presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance 1928- 
47. He was given complete leadership 
responsibilities of the Chekiang-Shanghai 
Convention when American missionaries 
took lesser roles following the outbreak 
of war in 1937. 


Commendable Gift from Philippines 


A check for $146.10 has reached Baptist 
World Alliance Relief Committee offices 
from the Convention of Philippine Baptist 
Churches. It was designated for Hun- 
garian relief. 

The Rev. Jesus T. Vaflor, general secre- 
tary of the Philippine Convention, ex- 
plained “it is a small amount, but there 
is much in it. For it bears the sincere 
prayers and the deep sympathy of the 
Filipino brethren to their fellow Baptists 
in Hungary who suffered terribly in their 
fight for freedom and liberty.” 

The Rev. A. Klaupiks, BWA relief co- 
ordinator, announced the gift from the 
Philippines, and voices a continuing need 
for relief funds from Baptists around the 
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globe. Though no such emergency as the 
Hungarian crisis is current, there are many 
cases of refugees and other less fortunate 
people who stand in need of Baptist as- 
sistance.

Indian Baptists Hold Conventions 


The Assam Baptist Leader reports plans 
for the annual convention of the Council 
of Baptist Churches in Assam and Mani- 
pur, to be held at Jorhat January 22-26, 
1958. A program of rich inspiration in 
Bible teaching, music, and drama is being 
prepared. 

The January convention will follow two 
other significant meetings. The CBCAM 
Sunday School Conference was held at 
Golaghat, September 3-6, and the first 
All-India Baptist Youth Conference met 
September 12-16. 

The Rev. R. G. Beers, director of Youth 
Work for CBCAM, reported the purpose 
of the All-India Baptist Youth Conference 
was “that the Baptist youth and the Baptist 
youth leaders from all over India may be 
together, and get to know each other, and 
to increase fellowship both within India 
and internationally. The Conference also 
looked forward to the Baptist Youth World 
Conference next year in Toronto, Canada.” 
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Orient Missions Conference 


Baptist leaders of East Asia met in an 
Orient Missions Conference in Hong Kong, 
July 26-August 4, for worship and inten- 
sive discussion. 

Representing 11 countries and territories 
in East Asia, the conference membership 
was made up of 58 people, including 43 
Southern Baptist missionaries and 15 na- 
tional Baptist leaders from associations 
and conventions in Korea, Japan, Taiwan, 
Hong Kong, the Philippines, and Malaya. 

“The Orient Missions Conference was 
not an official body in any sense,” Dr. J. 
Winston Crawley of the Southern Baptist 
Convention explained. “It had no power 
to decide on policy for any convention or 
mission. But there was much that it could 
do and did do along lines of discussing 
basic common problems, sharing insights 
and experiences, clarifying relationships in 
the work, and offering recommendations 
and plans for improvement of Baptist 
mission work in the Orient.” 


Australasia 


Australian Missions Baptized 1,457 


The past year has been a record one in 
every respect, the Rev. F. A. Marsh, gen- 
eral secretary, told the Australian Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board in its annual meet- 
ing. The number of baptisms, 1,457, and 
additions to church membership far ex- 
ceeded that of any preceding year. The 
missionary staff, despite the fact of some 
losses, was larger than ever before. 

Financial support by Baptist groups 
throughout Australia exceeded that of the 
previous record by approximately £9,000. 
New areas have been occupied and new 
enterprises begun on a scale unprece- 
dented. 

In addition to its evangelistic ministry 
the Australian mission program has aimed 
at the economic uplift of both Garo and 
Bengali communities by the establishment 
of cooperatives. Mission work in New 
Guinea, the newest of Australian Baptist 
mission fields, is making remarkable prog-

Mrs. Russell James 


Death came this sumer to Mrs. Russell 
James, one of the founders of the Baptist 
Women’s League in Great Britain and a 
great helper of the denomination for a 
long number of years. The daughter of 
the first minister of the Gateshead Church, 
Mrs. James was a leader in Baptist work 
not only in Great Britain but throughout 
the world. She addressed the Baptist 
World Congress at Stockholm in 1923, 
and served as a hostess when the Baptist 
World Alliance met in London in 1955. 


Spurgeon’s Tabernacle 
Being Rebuilt in London 


Reconstruction of London’s Metropolitan 
Tabernacle, largely destroyed in World 
War II, began this summer and should be 
completed by 1959. The new building, 
with a capacity of 1,700 persons, will be a 
second successor to that in which Evan- 
gelist Charles Haddon Spurgeon minis- 
tered to thousands every Sunday. 

The first Tabernacle, built for Spur- 
geon’s ministry, was opened in 1861 with a 
seating capacity of about 5,000. That 
building was destroyed by fire in 1898, and 
a second tabernacle was opened free of 
debt in 1900. 

This second building was destroyed dur- 
ing World War II, but fortunately its base- 
ment area was left intact. The church has 
been carrying on its work and witness in 
these basement rooms for 16 years. 

Last services in the basement rooms 
were conducted Sunday, July 7, with Dr. 
T. G. Dunning, vice president of the Bap- 
tist Union, presiding. Speakers included 
Dr. F. Townley Lord, past president of the 
Baptist World Alliance, the Rev. W. D. 
Jackson, the Rev. W. G. Channon, and the 
present minister, the Rev. Eric W. Hayden. 

The new building will cost approxi- 
mately £200,000, much of which is ex-

Welsh Baptists Increase 


Welsh Baptists are expanding both 
churches and membership. Three new 
church sites have been purchased in the 
Cardiff subdivision; one has a Sunday 
School of 312 pupils and 49 teachers, an- 
other 360 pupils and 40 teachers, and the 
third 25 pupils and 12 teachers. Similar 
progress is being made in other parts of 


Wales. 


Pohl Visits United States 


The Rev. Helmut Pohl, director of Sun- 
day School work for the German Baptist 
Union, arrived in the USA in early August 
for an extended period of study of Chris- 
tian education in America. His visit is 
sponsored by the American Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society. Special emphasis of 
his trip will include study of Sunday 
School and young people’s programs for 
use at a youth seminar which Mr. Pohl 
teaches on the campus of the Baptist 
Theological School in Hamburg. 


Italian Women Generous 


The Women’s Missionary Unions of 
Italian Baptist churches made a love of- 
fering for missions last December reaching 
the sum of 2,146,500 lira (about $3,462). 
This was about $880 above their goal and 
the additional sum was sent to the Euro- 
pean Baptist Missionary Society. Of 20 
students enrolled at the Armstrong Me- 
morial Training School there this year, one 
is Bulgarian by birth, four are Spanish, 
and the other 15 are Italian. 
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North America 


Twenty Million Baptists in USA 


The newly published Yearbook of Amer- 
ican Churches for 1958 reports a total of 
“nearly 20-million members of 27 differ- 
ent Baptist bodies” in the USA. This 
comprises the largest major Protestant 
family grouping. Next are the Methodists, 
with almost 12-million in 21 bodies, and 
then the Lutherans with 7-million in 19 
bodies. 

The Yearbook reports a new high in 
church membership—103,224,954, mean- 
ing that 62 of every 100 Americans of all 
ages are members of a church or syna- 
gogue. Of the total number 60-million 
are Protestant, 34-million Roman Catholic, 
5-million Jewish, 2-million Eastern Ortho- 
dox, 367,000 Old Catholics and Polish 
National Catholics, 63,000 Buddhists, and 
20,000 Moslems. 


Half of SBC’s Mission 
Churches Self-Supporting 


The Southern Baptist Convention For- 
eign Mission Board reports that during 
1956 the 2,730 Baptist churches related to 
it baptized a total of 24,423 people, bring- 
ing total membership of the churches to 
365,859. This figure includes an estimated 
392 churches with 119,000 members in 
China, but no attempt was made to esti- 
mate baptisms by the China churches. 

These Southern Baptist-related churches 
overseas are served by. 1,480 national and 
119 missionary pastors, Dr. Baker James 
Cauthen reported. More than half of them, 
1,744, are self-supporting. 

Southern Baptist work overseas also in- 
cludes 856 schools, colleges, and theologi- 
cal seminaries, 13 hospitals, 9 dispensaries, 
and 32 clinics, and 11 publication plants. 
The publication plants printed 130,000 
Bibles, 512,000 copies of 164 books, more 
than nine million pieces of 309 tracts, and 
more than three million copies of 321 
periodicals. 

Dr. Cauthen, executive secretary of the 
Board, declared that “the most outstanding 
new project of 1956 was the opening of 
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Hong Kong Baptist College, where in the 
doorway of Red China a remarkable edu- 
cational opportunity is found.” 


Relief for Hurricane Victims 


When a tropical hurricane swept death 
and destruction across southern Louisiana 
in late June, the Baptist Message, publi- 
cation of the Louisiana Baptist State Con- 
vention, ran a special edition telling of 
the damage done to Baptist churches and 
homes in south Louisiana. The editor 
suggested a hurricane relief fund with a 
goal of $100,000. Baptist friends, not only 
in Louisiana but across the United States 
and Canada, had sent a total of $127,000 
by the end of July, and leaders predicted 
that the fund will reach $150,000. 


“Christian, Onward” 


More than 1,000 youth of the Baptist 
General Conference of America are launch- 
ing a two-year “Christian Onward!” move- 
ment, which will emphasize Bible memory, 
leadership training, the deeper life, and 
development of local church youth activi- 
ties. The special emphasis will be directed 
by the Rev. Gunnar Hoglund of Chicago 
under sponsorship of the Conference 
Youth Fellowship, and will culminate in 
1959 with the Youth Fellowship’s quad- 
rennial convention. 


Dr. Austin Crouch 


Dr. Austin Crouch, executive secretary 
emeritus of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion Executive Committee, was killed Au- 
gust 28 on his way home from his office in 
the Baptist Sunday School Board building 
at Nashville, Tenn. Dr. Crouch was 87. 

A Christian statesman whose knowledge 
of doctrine on one hand and business and 
financial affairs on the other helped mould 
Southern Baptists for more than two dec- 
ades, Dr. Crouch led in the establishment 
of the Cooperative Program financial plan 
used by Southern Baptists to carry on their 
missionary and educational work. He 
served as Executive Secretary of the SBC 
Executive Committee from its founding in 
1927 until his retirement in 1946. He had 
been a Baptist minister 64 years.

Temperatures for the first week in No- 
vember usually run in the 40’s and 50’s, 
a survey of bureau records show. The

Dr. Reuben E. Nelson, member of the 
BWA Executive Committee, is general sec- 
retary of the American Baptist Convention 
with offices in New York.

He was general director of ABC’s Coun- 
cil on Missionary Cooperation five years, 
then was elevated to the top executive 
office of that convention in 1950. He rep- 
resents the convention on both the Execu- 
tive and Administrative committees of the 
BWA, the central committee of the World 
Council of Churches, and the general board 
of the National Council of Churches of 
Christ in the U.S.A. 


Hundreds of Baptisms in Haiti 


The spring of 1957 saw hundreds of 
baptisms in the rivers of Haiti. Regional 
evangelistic meetings produced fruitful re- 
sults. At the Baptist Evangelical Seminary 
of Haiti in Cap Haitien, in the course of 
a week there were 90 decisions, many of 
which were first decisions. Youth work in 
Haiti is just beginning to develop. 

This is a time of testing for Haitian 
Christians. The drought continues and 
the political situation grows worse. At 
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the Cap Haitien day school, food for the 
160 children is somehow provided, day by 
day. The older boys and girls do all the 
work of food preparation. 


Canadian Baptists Send 15 


Canadian Baptists, who have set a mar- 
velous record already of maintaining one 
missionary on the field for every 1,000 
members at home, have appointed 15 new 
missionaries to leave this fall for fields 
in Africa, India and Bolivia. 


Graham’s New York Crusade 
Has Attendance of Two Million 


Evangelist Billy Graham closed his New 
York City crusade with a gigantic rally 
blocking streets of internationally-famed 
Times Square Sunday evening September 
1. During the Crusade he preached in 
exactly 100 regularly scheduled meetings 
over a 16-week period, the longest crusade 
in his experience. 

A total of 2,019,100 attended the meet- 
ings in Madison Square Garden and in 
special Crusade rallies in other sections of 
New York. Another 36,000 persons stood 
in the street outside Madison Square Gar- 
den for special overflow services. Re- 
corded decisions for Christ, including only 
the inquirers who responded to the invita- 
tion each evening and were counselled and 
entered into the follow-up work of the 
Crusade, totalled 56,767. 

The Crusade’s closing date had to be 
extended three times because of the tre- 
mendous response being shown by New 
York people. Originally scheduled for 
only six weeks, it extended almost three 
times that long. 


Graham to Tour Caribbean 


Dr. Graham has announced plans for a 
tour of nine countries in the Caribbean 
area beginning in mid-January 1958. 

Included in the tour will be evangelistic 
meetings in Jamaica, Puerto Rico, Bar- 
bados, Trinidad, Panama, Guatemala, 
Venezuela, Costa Rica and Mexico. Exact 
dates and sites for the meetings have not 
been announced. 
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Brazilian Baptist Woman 
Makes Friends for the Bible 


The vast difference between true evan- 
gelical Christianity and the traditional 
religion of Brazil, as emphasized by their 
attitudes towards the Bible, was spot- 
lighted in Rio de Janeiro recently in a very 
unusual way. A Baptist housewife and 
mother from the State of Sao Paulo took 
part in “The Sky is the Limit,” a radio 
and television quiz show. 

She was the first contestant in the his- 
tory of the program to answer questions 
on the Bible, and she also reached the 
highest level in the program’s history, an- 
swering correctly a question worth 600,000 
cruzeiros (about $9,000). 

The Commission, magazine of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention Foreign Mission 
Board, in reporting the incident said “Peo- 
ple were profoundly impressed with her 
knowledge of the New Testament and with 
the simple testimony which she always 
gave. The televiewers in general were 
seeing something they had never seen be- 
for—a laywoman who reads the Bible 
regularly and uses it as a guide to her 
every day living.” The master of cere- 
monies for the show said that she had 
made more propaganda for the Bible than 
she had for the product which sponsors his 
program. 


Brazilian Youth Rally 


More than 1,200 young people from 14 
states and the federal district of Brazil 
attended the Fourth Baptist Youth Con- 
gress held in Victoria, Espirito Santo, in 
July. The congress was the largest ever 
held in Brazil outside the federal district. 

Based on the theme “In Search of God’s 
Will,” each day’s program began at 6:00 
a.m. and ended with two evangelistic meet- 
ings at night, one of which was held in 
the city’s main square and the other in 
a special pavilion erected beside the First 
Baptist Church. 

A special committee representing the 
young people visited the Governor of Es- 
pirito Santo, presenting a Bible to him and 
reading a passage of Scripture. Other 
high lights of the meeting included Bible 
lectures by a young pastor from Sao 
Paulo; door-to-door tract distribution on 
Sunday afternoon; and the opening of the 
suitcase in which offerings were deposited 
to help send a Brazilian delegation to the 
Fifth Baptist Youth World Conference in 


Toronto, Canada, next summer. 


Northwest Argentina Opened 


Four missionaries from the Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference of America (Swedish) 
are now in Argentina to open Baptist work 
in northwest area of Argentina heretofore 
banned to Protestant churches.

The young people in attendance made an 
offering of 60,000 pesos (about $1,500) 
for the national mission board.

New Churches in Venezuela 


About 100,000 North Americans are now 
residing in Venezuela, brought there by 
oil companies which have made the coun- 
try reputedly the largest exporter of pe- 
troleum in the world. 

Many of these North Americans have 
joined together for establishment of Eng- 
lish-speaking churches. Three Baptist 
groups have been organized, one each at 
Maracaibo, Tia Juana, and Caracas. The 
Rev. Homer B. Reynolds, formerly of Dal- 
las, Texas, is pastor of the Maracaibo 
Church. The churches at Tia Juana and 
Caracas are looking for pastors, with the 
work currently being carried on by laymen 
assisted by missionaries. 

Rev. Joseph Stiles of the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, USA, and his 
wife helped the Tia Juana church or- 
ganize Sunday school, Training Union and 
WMS activities last summer. Dr. Stiles 
says: “As Christians go abroad to help 
exploit the natural resources of other coun- 
tries it should be expected that they would 
try to make some’ spiritual deposit that 
will increase to the glory of Christ.” 


Baptist Services in Antarctica 


A Baptist layman, Dr. Paul A. Siple, 
scientific leader of the International Geo- 
physical Year exploration group, now 
bedded down for the winter at Little 
America in what the U.S. Navy calls 
Operation Deepfreeze, has sent word back 
to his home church in Washington, D.C.: 
“We are having regular Sunday scripture 
and hymn services followed by open dis- 
cussion on selected topics.” The message 
was addressed to the Friendship Bible 
Class of Calvary Baptist Church, Wash- 
ington, which he teaches while at home.

of evangelization among his countrymen. 
The very next year we find a small church 
congregating under his leadership. What 
to call it? Without hesitation he declared 
it a “Baptist” church. 


Evangelism Despite Persecution 


This was the beginning in another way 
as well. For in 1871 he and his little 
group won for Christ and the cause the 
two young lads, Wasili Pavlov and V. V. 
Ivanov Klishnikov, who were to become 
the veritable “apostles” of this indigenous 
Baptist movement, who were to carry the 
Gospel far and wide through half a cen- 
tury of ceaseless labors, and to set their 
indelible impress upon the new denomina- 
tion that grew up amidst unending persecu- 
tion. 

God had begun something that men 
could not stop. Voronin and Kalweit, Pav- 
lov and Ivanov, all of them at times were 
exiled to the dreary wilds to which Czarist 
Russia saw fit to banish its worst criminals 
and its finest sons. But even this served 
God’s purposes. In Siberia there are 
countless groups of Baptists. 

The present day Baptist movement in 
Russia results from a conflux of three 
streams with separate historical origins. 
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One of these leads us back to the Ukraine, 
another to St. Petersburg, both younger 
than the stream from Tiflis. But these 
events belong to another story. Anyhow: 
this is the beginning.

is made clear, and of two documents pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the Baptist 
Historical Society. Acknowledgment is 
also made of the remarkable collection of 
Hubmaier material gathered by Dr. W. O. 
Lewis. Since Helwys is included in the 
bibliography, it is strange that Whitley’s 
edition of the works of Smyth finds no 
mention. The only serious omissions in 
the main part of the work seem to be trans- 
lations of one or two Anabaptist hymns. 
This volume, and the translation of Ride- 
mann’s Rechenschaft published in this 
country in 1950, should put an end to the 
ignorant and prejudiced denunciations of 
the radicals which have passed as history 
for three centuries. Much further work 
remains to be done, however. Our infor- 
mation is still relatively scanty. Even a 
brief list of modern works in German and 
Dutch would show how much new material 
English and American scholarship has yet 
to assimilate. But for what we have re- 
ceived we cannot but be profoundly grate- 
ful. This is a unique and exciting volume.
